plant  should  take  pains  and  only  set  out  well  tested,  hardy  kinds  for  this 
section.  And,  where  people  have  time,  it  will  be  better  to  make  their  own 
selection  right  on  the  nursery  grounds. 

While  I take  the  greatest  care  and  pains  in  having  the  stock  packed 
in  the  best  possible  known  methods  in  order  that  the  shipment  reaches  its 
destination  in  good  condition,  once  delivered  to  the  different  transporta- 
tion companies,  our  responsibility  ceases,  and  therefore  can  not  be  liable 
for  the  delay  during  transit. 

We  charge  only  to  cover  cost  of  box  and  packing.  Any  claims  for 
errors  that  arise  must  be  made  within  five  days  of  time  of  receiving  goods.

This  matter  comes  up  occasionally,  and  the  purchaser  wants  to  know 
why  we  do  not  guarantee  stock.  We  make  the  following  answer,  the 
reasonableness  of  which  is  easily  seen: 

To  guarantee  live  trees,  plants  and  shrubs,  in  possession  of  ama- 
teurs or  professionals,  is  to  hold  the  dealer  responsible,  not  only  for 
the  errors  and  mistakes  of  others,  but  also  for  the  conditions  of  the 
elements,  which  frequently  are  unfavorable  and  hard  to  coKibat. 

Many  times  customers  do  not  choose  proper  location,  and  conditions 
are  such  that  the  grower  can  be  in  no  way  responsible  for  the  results. 

Often  customers  will  delay  ordering  their  stock  in  the  Spring  until 
it  is  too  late,  and  there  is  a bare  chance  for  the  plant  to  become  thor- 
oughly rooted  before  hot,  dry  weather. 

Almost  any  reliable  firm  is  willing  to  make  good  any  stock  w^hich 
is  dead  on  arrival,  but  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  it  to  be 
responsible  for  the  future  welfare  of  live  trees  after  they  have  been 
accepted  by  the  purchaser.
